1 
accepted the invitation because 1 believe, 
that if I can offer any suggestion or commu- 
nicate any information, which will facilitate 
the settlement of that territory, I shall have 
rendered the public some service. 

The resolutions which haye just been read 
and adopted are excellent, No one can ob- 
ject to ioe either in the aggregate, or in 
detail. But whet the people chiefly want, is 
knowledge as to the actual situation of the 
Jand in Nebraska, with reference tothe rights 
of our own cilizens to settle. upor. it. My 
views with regard to that subject I now pro-

» By the treaty of 1825 with the Kansas In- 
dians; by the treaty of the same date with the 
Osages, by treaty of 1833 with the Pawnees, 
and by treaty of last mentioned year with the 
Ottoes, the United States exticguished the 
Indian title to the tract of country lying 
south of the big Platte river, and west of the 
State of Missouri, extending several hun- 
dred miJes towards the Rocky Mouutains, 
except a few millions of acres now occupied 
by the Ottoes and Missouris, and a sinall sec- 
tion of territory lying between the two Nem- 
ahas and extending from the Missouri ten 
miles into the interior. Since the extin- 
guishment of the Indian title as just men- 
tioned, the United States have re-ceded to 
certain other Indian tribes various portions 
of land embraced within the limits | have 
described, so that at this time, I believe all 
the land contiguous to the State of Missouri 
belongs to the Indians; unless indeed, the 
New York Indians haye forfeited their ght 
to the tract set apart for their use, by neg- 
lecting to settle uponit.

country by the act of 1834, as Nebraska 
itself. That act is in force in Minnesota at 
this very time, And yet hundreds and thou- 
sands of our cifizens are settling in that ter- 
ritory. Instead of being driven off, they are 
encouraged. A government hax been creat- 
ed for their protection, and appropriations of 
money from the Federal Treasury are made 
every year for their convenience. True, 
persons are not permitted to settle upon the 
Indian lands in Minnesota, nor would they 
be permitted to settle upon the Indian lands 
of Nebraska. But the unsurveyed lands of 
Minnesota to which the Indian title has been 
extinguished are settled upon daily, not only 
without the censure of the government at 
Washington, but by us privily and consent 
Nor, Mr. Chairmen ‘s this all, 1 you 
will examine the Indian intercourse act of 
1834, you will find severe ponalties denounc- 
ed against all trespassers and settlers upon 
the lands of Indians, But not one word will 
you find with reference to settlers upon lands 
in the Indian country, to which the Indian

A some- 
what fierce opposition was made to the pro- 
posed change in some quarter, and as | 
feared pressing my proposition might preju- 
dice some other measures, my constituents 
had especially eatrusted to my hands, I did 
not persist in it. Congress was, however 
induced to grant pre-emption rights to s 
tlers upon certain unsurveyed lands in Cali- 
fornia. And thus a first step was taken to- 
wards that change in our pre-emption laws, 
whieh demanded alike by justice and 
homanity 
Mr. Chairman, Iam astonished to find ap- 
prehensions entertained by sume that the 
settlement of Nebraska will injure the State 
of Missouri. Are gentlemen forgetful of 
the past? Did the settlement of America 
injure Europe? Did the settlement of the 
Mississtppi Valley, injure the Atlantic Sea- 
board? Did the settlement of Indiana injure 
the Ohio? No, sir, no, The setilement of’ 
Nebraska Territory will be a source of great 
benefit to us. It will create business for our 
works of internal improvements, and thus 
support those already projected and leudto 
(he construction of those not yet contem- 
plated. It will reduce the cost of transpor- 
tation onthe Missouri river trade. Jt will

Jt is apparent then 
the act of 1834 does not prohibit settlements 
upon that part of the lands of Nebraska Ter- 
ritory, to which the Indians have no clain. 
The act of 1807 does, however, prohibit 
such settlement. It is entitled ‘fan act to 
prevent settlements being made upon lands 
ceded to the United States until authorized 
by law.’? Its first section, so far as relates 
to the subject before us, is in these words: 
“Sec, 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
\House of Representatives of the United 
Stutes cf Ameriéa, in Congress assembled, 
That if any person, or persons, after the 
passing of this act, take possession of, or 
make settlement on any lands ceded or secur- 
ed to the United States, by any treaty made 
with a foreign nation, or by a cession from 
any Stute to the United States, which lands 
shall haye not been previously sold, ceded, 


for the purpose of buying out the border 
tribes so far as practicatle. And 1 have 
been informed by one of the Indian Agents, 
that Mr. Manypenny, Cotmissioner of In- 
dian Affairs, will visit this section of the 
country in the course of next month, in order 
to negoliate treaties with our border tribes, 
and to purchase their lands go far ag they 
will sell. . : 

The next enquiry which presents itself is, 
what part of the lands heretofore acquired 
from the Indians has been ceded to the bor- 
der tribes? That question 1 cannot answer 
with exactness, But il became my duty last 
winter to investigate that matter. Accord- 
ingly I examined with some care a map, 
which Mr. Guthrie, the Nebraska represen- 
tative, procured from the Indian department, 
on which were marked out the location of 
_the border Indians, and the Indian country 
generally. And from an inspection of that 


map my conclusion was that the border tribes 
now own one-fifth or one sixth of the land 
in Nebraska, to which the Government of 
the United States has heretofore extinguish- 


or leased by the United Statea, or ‘the claim 
to which lands, by said person or persons 
shall not have been previously recognized 
and confirmed by the United States; or if} 
any person, or persons, shall cause such 
lands to be occupied, taken possession, or 
settled; or shall survey, or attempt to sur- 
vey, or cause to be surveyed, any such lands, 
ov designate any boundaries thereon; by 
marking trees, or otherwise, until thereto 
duly authcrized by law; such offender or 
offenders shall forfeit all his or their right, 
tile and claim, if any he hath, or they have, 
of whatsoever nature or kind the eame shall 
or may be to the lands aforesaid, which he or 
they shall have taken possession of, or set-

It israther unfortunate, too, that some of 
the Indian Agents were imported, who know little 
of Indian character, and whose inflaence has heen 
exerted rather to.prejadice the Indian mind 
against permitting the whites to settle near them. 
There were competent men on this frontier well 
acquainted with Indian character who would have 
done this matter up in double quick time. We 
learn Mr. Masyrexyy says the Pioneers have 
made such a fuss that the Indians will ask enor- 
mous prices for their land. We dissent from 
shoving the hardy Pioneers before the public as 
the authors of all mischief. We commend him 
to correet some of his own family of agents and 
traders, before he goes abroad. There are shrewd 
men among the Indians who fully appreciate the 
value of their lands, and’ who are able to cope 
even with the diplomatists of Burope. They 
were ready to treat, and we think it bad policy 
that Mr. Maxyraxsy did not stand up to the fod- 
der. The golden opportunity is lost forever.— 
But perhaps he bas reasons we know not of, and 
his action in the premises must affect the entire 
Indian.policy.-Asrtorthe settlement of the coun- 
try, the Pioneers know how that is to be done. 
We cannot see the great injury the settlement 
of Nebraska will do this State. A preat State

Aller travoling two daysin that direction, 
their guide deserted them, taking with hin 
‘some of their arms, mules, &c. They, 
however, continued on the trail for six days, 
making about forty miles per day. On the, 
morning of the seventh day, they struck a 
arcrcrnes their route for about four- 
eth hours, without water or gass, and at last 
‘came to a pool of brackish water. Here 
they encamped a few hours, and then went 
‘on a forced march for seveo hours, and 
came toa running stream of brackish water, 
but entirely destitute of grass or vegetation. 
They encamped there a few hours—crossed 
the atream, und proceeded as fast as the ex- 
hausted condition of their animals would 
permit, ina more noriherly direction, when 
they halted at the base of a mountain, whore 
neither water nor vegetation was to be found 
—the weather being excessively wari. 

Mr. Riggs and Rogers ascended the 
movotain, and as far as the eye could reach 
the country presented no appearance of wa- 
terorgrass. They had no maps or guide 
(o inform them where they were, and it re- 
quired about double the time to get back 
that i had to come, and they lost a large 
portidn of their mules. They supposed, 
from subsequent information and their own 
observation, that they had passed the Parks, 
and were upon the desert bordering on the 
Grand river, 

On reaching the Arkansas, Mr. Rogers 
fitted out and proceeded by the emigrant 
route to Salt Lake city. Mr. Riggs retura- 
ed by Fort Massachusetts to Santa Fe. 

‘At Mort Massachusetts, he met Captain 
Gunison and his surveying party. | ‘They hnd 
been praceeding very stowly but most satis: 
factosily. | They had formed and made a 
good wagon road through the Sangre del 
Christo, but its elevation waa thought to be 
too great lor a Railroad. A pass to the 
North of that, it was supposed, would be 
more favorable, Captain Gunison had 
engaged the iservices of Mr, Leroux: to 
guide him'to the Grand River. From that 
point Capt, G. and his party would go North, 
to winter inthe Valley of the Salt Lake.
